The 
disturbance took place during the cora- 
mlttee vote for the maintenance of the 
harbors*. John FJ. Redmond opposed the 
vote and discussed the financial relations 
between Great Britain and Ireland. The 
chairman called him to order, and when 
Redmond persisted in speaking he was 
ordered to resume his seat. This he re­ 
fused to do, whereupon he was ‘.‘named.’* 
The president of the board of trade. 
Ritchie, moved Redmond’s suspension, 
which was adopted by a vote of 223 to 32. 
When the house resumed regular busi­ 
ness the matter was reported to the 
speaker, and the house confirmed thesus- 
penslon by a vote of 238 to 52, several 
antl-Parnelli^s supporting the Parnell- 
ite minority. 


Clancy Kefui««» to Wilhdmw. 


The house as:ain went into committee 
and Clancy persisted on the same lines 
as Redmond. The chairman ordered him 
to withdraw; he refused to do so, and 
the sergeant-at-arms was ordered to re­ 
move him. William Redmond adopted 
the sams policy as Clancy, and was also 
removed by the sergeant-at-arms. Field, 
after having been repeatedly called to 
order, was told to withdraw, which he 
did, saying: “I obey.” The house In com­ 
mittee then resumed discussion of the 
vctes. 


lri»hm«n Boycott tho «lublieo. 


John Dillon, chairman of the Irish 
Parliamentary party, presided yester­ 
day at a mseting of twenty-six Irish 
members of parliament who adopted a 
rssolution declaring that the Irish Par­ 
liamentary party Is unable to take part 
In the celebrations of the Jubilee. ‘*on 
the ground that the demonstration is 
not simply commeinoratlve of the pri- 
vat« and public virtues of the monarch; 
but Is mainly Imperial Jubilation over 
the development of the principles of 
self-government and the growth of pros­ 
perity. wealth, comfort, etc., in which 
Ireland has not shared." The resolution 
then proceeds, to the extent of half a 
column, denouncing English policy In 
Ireland and reciting the latter’s wrongs. 


Aiiothor Acomo with 
Thsre was another scene yesterday in 
the committee room of Westminster hall 
during the examination of Alfred Belt, a 
former director of the British Chartered 
South Africa company, before the par­ 
liamentary committee appointed to in­ 
quire into the Transvaal raid. Belt de­ 
manded that Hsnry I«abouchere should 
prove or withdraw the charges he had 
made against him in Truth. Thereupon 
l4ibouchere proceeded to question the 
former director regarding transactions 
on the stock exchange, saying: “Do you 
challenge me on tliis?” “I challenge you 
on your vlls attacks on me,” retorted 
Belt.

In quantity there is 
almost as much business being done as 
in the years of greatest prosperity, and 
though the Increase In population would 
call for a material expansion the com­ 
parison is not discouraging. The recov­ 
ery is slow, hesitating* and gradual, but 
more has been done on the whole in May 
than lit April, while returns of April 
showed the volume of businem only 10 
per cent, smaller than that of the best 
year heretofore. Yet hesitation Is doing 
its work every week, and mulitudes are 
waiting because of possibltitiesat Wash­ 
ington. 


Events have proved that the crop of 
wheat going out is much larger than 
any of the mai^ceti? expected, and west­ 
ern receipts for the week were M per 
cent, larger than last year. With liberal 
interior supplies the price has declined 
a fraction. Manufacturers have especii^l 
causes of delay owing to the possible 
competition with foreign goods largely 
important, but there has been no setback 
in prices.

In spite of the de­ 
sire to finish up its business last night 
there was little unusual hasto, and the 
record of the debate on temperance in 
the afternoon showed that It was ready 
to defer adjournment, if necessary, in 
order to' attain a suitable and reasona­ 
ble decision of the questions that re* 
mained to be decided. The proceedings 
of the day were important, the final dis­ 
appearance of the question of assembly 
control of theological seminaries being 
not the least signiflcanee of the assem­ 
bly’s general attitude. 


The business done during the day may 
be summarized as follows: Statement 
in favor of the banishmtnt of liquor 
selling from government buildings, and 
approval of every legitimate effort to 
suppress the liquor trafüc; third Sun­ 
day of October set apart as temperance 
day; the assembly laid on the table the 
matter of ths use of wins at ths Prince­ 
ton alumni banquet: a petition to allow 
a colored church in Texas to Join an 
Arkansas presbytery wa« decided in the 
negative, because it tended to recognize 
color distlaeUons ii> the oüurch.

Paris, May 2>.—There were 400 dele­ 
gates present yesterday at the annual 
meeting of the National Blmetiillic 
League. Deputy Fougoirol presided. M. 
Thery, secretary of the League, read the 
report, 
it set forth that the leading 
event of the year was the election of 
President McKinley, which gave great 
saii.sfaction ot bimetallists. 
He clv/elt 
upon 
the 
neoe.ssity of bringing the 
movement to a dsflnite issue before the 
expiration of President McKinley's term 
of office. The French government had 
done excellent work, which the inter­ 
national negotiations would reveal. 
It 
had persevered In soeWng the co-op*=rra- 
tlon of Great Britain, because the lat- 
ter's participation 
would disarm the 
worst opponents and give international 
bimetallism a permanent and solid basis. 


The report added:' 
‘’The EnBll^h 
horizon is les.s dark than asserted. The 
presence of the American delegates in 
Paris may greatly hasten a solution of 
the question. Fance and America couli 
easily come to an agreement if England 
was Inclined to a serious effort in favor 
of silver, and Germany would follow 
her example. It is upon this that the 
question of International bimetalUlBm, 
therefore, depends for Its ¡mictical solu­ 
tion.'’ 


An elaborate banquet was given to the 
delegates of the National Bimetallic 
League at the Hotel Continental last 
evening. Senator Wolcott, ex-Vice Pres 
ident Stevenson and General Charles 
Jackson Payne, the American commis 
sloners, oeoupied the seats of honor. 
Deputy Fougoirol i^ k e hopefully of the 
prospects of the movement. Premier 
Meline dwelt at some length upon the 
Inconvenience caused by fluctuations in 
exchange and the Importance of solv­ 
ing this problem. He said that France 
alone could not settle the question. 'Hie 
co-operation of other powers waa neces­ 
sary, but the United States had now 
brought the matter before Europe in a 
decisive way by sending commissioners 
whose ability and knowledge of the sub­ 
ject enabled them to speak with author­ 
ity.

Aldrich, Republican member of the 
finance committee in charge of the tar­ 
iff bill.

“But I de­ 
sire to say to the senate, to the senator 
CTlllmanl and to every man in the Unit­ 
ed States that no person connected with 
the sugar trust at any time or at any 
place 
influenced the framing of the 
sugar schedule or received information 
as to its character.

Tillman interrupted to say that he had 
pot made the charges: he had merely 
submitted public statements with the 
authors' names signed 
Aldrich, proceeding, said the fullest 
investigation was courted: there was 
nothing to conceal. No information ever 
went from that committee room to any 
telephone, to any one. He (Aldrich) had 
never bought or sold a share oi sugar 
stock. It was easy for correspondents to 
make such charges, but they were abso­ 
lutely false.
